The  Pathological  department  of  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Chester 
is  available  for  all  forms  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

The  County_ Analyst , Dr.  Melling  for  the  examination  of  water, 
also  the  Public  H0alth  Service  Laboratory  at  Monsol  Hospital, 
Manchester. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

When  the  Health  service  was  taken  over  by  the  County  Council, 
the  Ambulance  vehicle  stationed  at  Alsager  was  merged  into  the 
County  Scheme,  and  it  soon  became  apparent  that  a full  time  driver 
and  part  time  attendant  were  necessary  and  arrangements  to  this  effect 
were  made  accordingly. 

The  Council  administers  the  service  for  the  County  under  the 
direction  of  the  Divisional  Msdical  Officer. 

This  has  proved  a very  great  advantage  to  the  Alsager  District 
although  additional  duties  ate  imposed  upon  the  Staff  of  the  Sanitary 

Inspector. 

Nursing  in  the  home , 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  National  Health  Service  on  July 
5th,  1948  a new  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  our  at  one  time 
part  time  nurse.  Nurse  Weatherall  has  been  taken  over  by  the  County 
Association, 

. -She  is  now  employed  full  time  in  Alsager  UsDa  Area  and  in 
Radway  Green  and  Barthomley.  In  certain  cases  on  the  r.e commendation 

of  the  local  Health  Visitor,  home  helps  can  be  ob  tained  from  the 
Divisional  Office* 

For  the  nursing  of  certain  infectious  diseases,  patients  are  at 
once  removed  to  an  isolation  hospital  unless  private  isolation  can 
be  provided. 

Crewe  Isolation,  Davonham  or  Macclesfield  Isolation  are  available 
for  this  area. 
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Venereal  cases  can  obtain  treatment  from  their  local  medical 
practitioners  by  arrangement  with  the  North  Stafford  Royal  Infirmary 
or  the  Crewe  Memorial  Hospital# 

An  orthopaedic  clinic  at  the  Railway  Ambulance  Rooms',  Crewe 
at  which  an  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  attends  at  monthly  intervals 9 

Infant  Welfare,  An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  hold  at  StcMaryfs 
Schools,  Alsager  on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons,  which  is  well  attended. 

Maternity,  Beds  are  available  at  the  Maternity  Hospital,  The  Cliff, 

W^ouhbury,  which  serves  the  needs  of  the  Alsager  Orb  an  District. 

Midwifery  Service.  A Maternity  nurse  * appointed  by  the  County  Council 
provides  a domiciliary  service  in  the  district,  under  the 
County  Council  Schemo  (Midwifefs  Act,  1936.)

New  buildings.  The  Council  have  completed  10  houses,  Audley  Road,West, 
6 houses  at  Close  Lane,  4 at  Well  Lane  and  2 at  Meadowcroft, 

The  Close  Lane  scheme  was  let  to  a firm  from  Birmingham 
who  later  withdrew  causing  an  unfortunate  delay.  One  builder  made 
a deed  of  assignment  and  another  failed  to  complete  his  Contract 
and  at  the  end  of  the  year  34  houses  were  under  construction  and 
negotiations  for  Close  Lane  schome  with  another  Contractor, 

The  Council  during  the  year  decided  to  carfy  out 
site  works  by  Direct  Labour  and  a start  was  made  at  Well  lane. 

Layouts  were  prepared  during  the  year  for  the  second 
stage  of  the  Close  Lane  Scheme  and  falke  Road  layout  and  negotiations 
were  in  hand  for  the  purchase  of  land  off  Sandbach  Road  to  be  re-sold 
in  plots  for  Private  development.
